Letter To The Editor 


In Search Of A Cause 


Dear Editor: 

1 have lived in the Glades 
for many years during which 
time 1 have been more or less 
active in the religious and eco- 
nomic life of the community. 
I and my family share a love 
for Belle Glade which we are 
happy to call our home. 

Because our labor popula- 
tion is part and parcel of our 
community. I have been inter- 
ested in its welfare and hope 
that 1 have had some influence 
on the relationships which has 
existed between the different 
ethnic and religious groups. 
which, in my opinion, has been 
very good. 

1 have followed our cultural 
development and have seen 
the growth of Protestant, Cath- 
olic, Jews, Negro, Latin, and 
southern white social groups 
as they developed in such a 
way that each took pride in 
its own development yet main 
tained respect for the other 
groups. 

1 have seen the radicals of 
each of these groups in action. 
but at no time have T not had 


faith in the conservative ele- 
ments of all the groups to 
maintafn an acceptable measure 
of harmony. 


We have been exceedingly 
fortunate during the past few 
weeks when outsiders have at- 
tempted to cause trouble in 
our community. The press 
ommended for refus- 
id these professional 
s by dramatizing their 
efforts for the sake of sensa- 
tional news.

have manufactured stories but 
none of these have 
been known to spend more 
than one night here.)

What did these people find 
when they came to town? In 
the souti west section, where 
they expected to find slum con 


ditions \existing throughout, 
they f street after street 
of nice homes occupied by 
happy families. They found 
many fou? unit apartment 


houses in which they would be 
happy to live but owned by 


Negros who had earned their 
stake in life from working in 
the harvest fields. They found 
Negro children playing in the 
city parks. They found them 
attending schools that were se- 
cond to none with competent 
and dedicated faculties. 

They found, Negro business 
and professional men who had 
the confidence and respect of 
all the community. 

They found slum conditions 
but the slum conditions 
were mostly caused by the re- 
fusal of the occupants to be 
good housekeepers, The build- 
ings in which they lived were 
of sound construction. 

And, they found some who 
accepted them with open arms 
and joined with them in try- 
ing to cause trouble.

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DAY OF RECKONING 


President John has now sub- 
mitted a budget for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1968, 
showing an estimated budget 
deficit of $8.1 billion. He also 
reestimates his budget results 
for this year, ending June 30, 
1967, showing an estimated de- 
ficit of $9.7 billion. 

The national debt is bump- 
ing against the present debt 
ceiling of $330 billion. It is 
only a matter of time until the 
ceiling is raised again — to 
probably $335 billion. 

Actually, the so-called "debt 
ceiling" is a farce. It has been 
raised time and time again dur- 
ing the last several years. It 
It will soon be raised again; 
and soon thereafter raised an- 
other time. It will always be 
be raised when the debt is 
pushing against it. 

Many years ago, Lenin pre- 
dicted that they (the commun- 
ists) would force us to spend 
ourselves into destruction. We 
seem to be doing everything in 
our power to make "that pro- 
phecy come true. 

Some day we shall face a 
day of reckoning. It may not 
come today, it may not come 
tomorrow — but some day it 
will come. -It is doubtful that 
we shall know what that day 
is — until it has passed and is 
then too late, 

Our present debt of approxi- 
mately $330 billion is a debt 
the like of which no nation on 
the face of the earth has ever 
known. It is doubtful if any 
of us has any conception of 
how much $330 billion actual- 
ly is. 

One of the main planks on 
which the present administra- 
tion ran for election during the 
1964 campaign was the “pro- 
sperity plank.” Several times 
during that campaign, Presi- 
dent Johnson said that the last 
four years (the first three un- 
der Kennedy and the last one 
under himself( were the most 
prosperous four years in our 
history 

Let's look at that a minute. 
During each of those four years 
our national budget ran a de- 
ficit, the combined total a- 
mounting to $24.8 billion. 

What sort of prosperity was 
that? It seems to me there is 
something faulty in the rea- 
soning that can say those four 
years were the most prosper- 
ous four years in our history— 
when at the same time we had 
the highest four-year peace- 
time deficit in our history. 

We have had a deficit for 
each of the four years since 
then, the combined total de- 
u abir 
ficit for the eight years, includ: 
ing estimates, amounting to 
$48.4 billion. 

It has gotten so now that no 
one is willing to predict when 
we shall ever have a balanced 
budget again. In our own time, 
we have an excellent example 
of what happens to a nation 
that follows a course like this. 
For 38 of the 44 years before 
DeGaulle came to power in 
France, that nation also ran a 
deficit in its national budget. 
It is generally agreed that 
France would have been com- 
pletely bankrupt within six 
months if DeGaulle had not 
taekn over, and DeGaulle, it 
will be remembered, demand- 
— for himself 
virtual rial powers. 
While wé may not agree with 
many, things DeGaulle bas 
done, we do have to admit that 
he has placed France on a 
sound financial footing again 


Is this what we want — a 
president who is a virtual dic- 
tator? It may be what we get— 
whether we want it or not. And 
it may be, too, that we shall 
be lucky to get as good a dic- 
tator for this country as Fran- 
ce got for herself. This nation 
is not France by any means, 
but we are following virtually 
the same path France trod— 
and unless we change our dir- 
ection, the result will be the 
same 


We can't blame all this debt 
and all this spending on the 
President by any means. The 
President couldn't spend the 
money if Congress didn't ap- 
propriate it. And if we sent the 
right kind of men to Congress 
they wouldn't appropriate mon 
ey we haven't got — LIKE 
THEY'VE DONE FOR 32 OF 
THE PAST 38 YEARS. Hope- 
fully, we don't have that kind 
of Congress this year, Time 
will tell.

$600,000 Bonds 
Ordered Retired 

In a fast moving series of 
actions, Orlando businessman 
Charles W. Rex, Jr., has used 
his newly acquired chairman- 
ship of the Turnpike Authority 
to streamline the agency and, 
in his words, “make it a 100% 
business organization.” 

Rex today announced he had 
trimmed the Authority's pro- 
posed annual budgets for 1967 
and 1968 by $302,000, elimi- 
nated 17 job positions and, 
with the resultiag savings, had 
ordered the retirement of 
$600,000 in outstanding turn- 
pike bonds. 

“According to Rex. the bond 
retirement move will result in 
an additional annual interest 
savings of $28,500 for a total 
savings of $313,500. 

The $600,000 used to buy 
up bonds now puts the Auth- 
ority over eleven years ahead 
of its bond retirement pro- 
gram, according to Rex 
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
